letter of last week. 

The Art institute announces, 
through its trustees, an increase in 
the amount of prize awards to be 
given to artists in the annual exhl- 

bition of American paintings and 
sculpture. This is due to the gen- 
erosity of Mr. and Mrs. Frank 8. 
Logan, who have increased the 
amounts of the two principal prizes 
and added a t bre. Since 1917 
the Mr. and . Frank G. Logan 
medal for painting or sculpture has 
carried with it a $1,500 cash award. 
This has been increased to $2,500, 
either as a purchase or as an award. 

A second medal, with $1,000, has 
also been given by Mr. and Mrs. 
Logan since 1924. This has now been 
increased to $1,500, to be given for 
award only, for painting or sculpture. 
The third medal (just instituted), with 
$750, will also be gven „for painting 
or sculpture, and will be for award 


only.

sculpture exhibition, now in its forty- 
second year, amounts to $8,100. The 
total of awards given annually in the 
Chicago artists’ exhibition, now in its 
thirty-third year, amounts to $6,225.

cash prizes, and the Chicago Society 
of Etchers, with $225 in cash prizes. 
To sum up this rain of golden pennies, 
there is distributed each year in 
money prizes to artists exhibiting at 
the Chicago Art institute, $15,785. This 
gum is larger by a goodly margin than 
that offered by any other art institu- 
tion in this country. , 

Nor, in mentioning the above, are 
all the money prizes remembered. In 
the Art institute art school there are 
several interesting scholarships given 
each year which run also into comfort- 
able amounts.

Geveral little birds told the inter-| 
viewer that Busters unsmiling stolid- 
ity extended to real life. Judging 
from the reporter’s experience, how- 
ever, these feathered informants 
must have twittered over the Keaton 
lawn only on days when rain had 
spoiled a baseball game or when some- 
thing had gone wrong on the set.

Probably some of Buster Keaton’s 
solemnity is due to the fact that he 
was born in a church. His ecclesias- 
tical beginning was caused by a Kan- 
sas cyclone that lifted the tent off 
his startled parents’ medicine show 
and caused them to seek refuge in the 
nearest’available building, Next morn- 
ing the cradle roll of the church was 
lengthened by a new and solemn eyed 
member. A few years later another 
cyclone picked the town up in its 
windy arms and strewed it over the 
rolling prairie with liberal and far 
flung gesture. Thus Buster Keaton 
resembles Aphrodite, King Arthur, 
and others of indefinite birthplace, in 
that he has no home town to go, 
back to.

‘Most of our time in Peking was, 

of course. used to greet advantage to 


culture. It is regrettable that the 
present times are so disturbing all 
that beautiful culture which has ex- 
isted for thousands of years and which 
has accumulated some of the rarest 
samples of. art and beauty in this 
city of strange contrasts and many 
colors. Here we have the typical life 
of northern China. If we saw in 
Mukden some interesting sights on 
the streets, we see them here exem- 
plified in more colors and more vividly. 

We see hundreds and thousands 
of rickshaws rushing by carrying na- 
tives, soldiers, boys and girls and. in 
these hot days, the rickshaw. boys, half 
naked, trotting through the streets. 
We see the carriers of all sorts of 
goods, we see the camels in caravans 
coming from the west with their loads 
of goods, but we see a sight Which is 
unusual to us in civilized coyntries 
It is the use of the human being 
or rather the h animal as a 


behest of. enden There comes along 
every few minutes a large cart 
stacked with goods, piles of boxes or 
sacks of flour or bales of cotton, 
pulled by a dozen or more men, stiain- 
ing every muscle of their bodies. Some 
have the ropes tied to their heads ‘ike 
oxen.

We have seen this same thing in 


Tientsin, but we see it here moré than 
anywhere else. I asked many of the 
educated, intelligent Chinese for the 
reason of this, but they simply 
shrugged their shoulders and said it 
has always been that way and prob- 
ably would continue even in our time 
of machinery and motive power. There 
are too many people, labor is too 
cheap, machinery and coal too ex- 
pensive.. Even the camel is more ex- 
pensive than the human beast of bur-

At the Summer Palace. 


What a wonderful time the rulers 
of this country must have had, if we 
judge from the palaces they have 
left behind... We visited the summer 
palace of the late empress dowager 
in the vicinity of Peking: It is a 
fascinating complex of Chinese build- 
ing, odd architecture and beauty 
of construction, of bridges and ar- 
cades and statues, like a fairyland. 
Formerly it was forbidden to the vis- 
visited by hundreds of 
people who sip their tea and eat their 
sweets in the places where former! 
only the empress. and her household 
reigned. There is one continuous ar- 
ray of beautiful kiosks, halls, and col- 
onnades. Bronze stone statuettes 
of animals adorn buildings, and 
this whole complex has a charming 
arrangement of landscape gardening. 
The few hours we spent in this sum- 
mer palace were the most 
time of our excursion. 


To see the Lama service in a 
church in Peking is one of the most 
impressive sights. We enter the courts 
through a plain gate and are immédi- 
ately set upon by a lot of beggars; 
who, however, in China are satisfied 
with a few coppers of little value. 

‘This brings to my mind the diffi- 
culty of money conditions in this 
country. The money is different in 
Peking and different in Tientsin, and 
every other place, and otc has great 
diMiculty in obtaining currency that 
will be accepted at this time in the 
different places.
